general educational field, the inoilern 
world over, p.sycliology is accountc<l the 
very corner-.stone or all worthy •'"■'-hi,,.., 
while records of all sints of )'. 1 

data are must painstakingly pi< 11 

school-magazines. Tlie circumstance is 
the more curious, ami the more depre«aing, 
because we were the first to make the.-iludy 
of psychology the foundation of our work, 
according to no less an authority than the 
late Dr. William T. Harris, loii^ United 
States Conimi.sstoner of Etlucation who 
said : 

"The earlier etlucators of the deaf and 
blind soon found that the workings of the 
MINDS of their pupils must be verv care- 
fully studied in onlet to overcome their 
physical limitations." At anotlier time, 
I)r. Harris said : " Many so-called new 
discoveries in the liearing 8ch<x)ls have 
long been used by the teachers in special 
schools for the deaf and blind." 

The founders of our profession in this 
country and nearly all the earlier teicliers 
of the deaf were close stvidcuts of pliilostv 
pliy and psychology. I^t him who lioubtg 
this statement turn to tlie early volumes of 
the ylnna/s—tUe most precious heritage 
we have. The surprising cry lately raise<t 
in a few quarters is, practically, translate*) 
into typical American slang : " Oh, cut out 
the long-windeil psychology and the tire- 
some statistics ami give us short, snappy 

definite directions for concrete .•<ri ' ■ i 

exercises." As if any concrci 
under Heaven could be of the ^ t 
value expect as an expression — the surface 
working— of a deep, underlying principld 
founded on the teacher's knowledge of! 
mind — nay, more, of his knowledge of tha 
indifidual minds of his class. Kvery exei-> 
cise useil toKlay in our schoolrooms, front 
the hackaeyetl " Journal" up to a Shake- 
sjware chart, rests on some principle of 
mental development which the teacher, tw 
secure the l)esl results, should fully under- 
stand. 

The teacher who invents a new methol 
should analyze his invention carefully by 
the clear, searching li^lit of mcxtenl 
psychology, l>eforc be dares to use it oil 
these helpless little minds. If he print* 
his exercise, as we all want him to do, ha 
should not let the llip]>aiit repix)acli of 
"dullness" (philosophy is always long* 
windcil so is progress) keep him from 
telling the whys and the wherefores of hi* 
discovery. 

The fact is, many of our schools to-day 
show much more concern for Ihfc children's 
Ixxlies than for their minds and souls, 
Ileiug " practical" without at the sniiie tinio 
being possesse«l of phtlo.sophical insight, b9 
a rule, means simply, puttering. We all 
know Icacbers and piincipals who bu/< 
nlioiit like one of those big Hies that does 
luilliiiig but bu//, who iniike endless plans, 
enforce rules galore, yet who never get into 
touching distance of their children's minds 
and hearts. 

It is not urged that every teacher of tha 
deaf should he able to nnderstand " Kant's 
Critique of Pure Reason," but it is neces- 
sary, or should be made bo by compulsion, ■ 
that he read, mark, and inwardly digest 
the pedagogic works of William Janii-s. 
One of the greatest etlucators, the modern 
world hos known, Thomas IMvid.son, use<l 
to say, " The teacher who Iwasts, ' I know 
nothing, and care nolb'!"' ilunt philo- 
sophy and psychology, , in elTecl, 
' I aiii a fool and I am y iiat fact.' " 
The liduiator has lieeii cileti us an ex- 
ample of what the /I ««a/.t is calletl on to be j 
The ilcnii.se of the luiucator must be a 
source of cotitlnuetl regret lo every earnest 
teacher of the deaf. As a liound volume, 
it is very j>recioiis to ua all.

ing the deaf than it now is. No greater mis- 
fortune could befall us than to have the 
chief organ of our profession become a 
mere reix>sitory of exercises, no matter 
how clever or useful tho.se exercises might 
be, for, after all, methods and devices for 
class-room work are but temporary aids 
valuable only in so far as they may be 
applied to the needs of the individdai, 
child. We institution teachers have 
grown pretty sensitive of late alxmt that 
word "henling," but while we are trying 
to grow away from its reproach in the so- 
cial life of our schools we, and too many 
of the public hearing schools, continue 
often to like to herd children mentally. 

The a famous philosopher, Henri 
Bergson, who is making such a stir in the 
world of mcKlern thought, brings out 
strongly in his "Creative Kvolution," his 
view of perpetual creation owing to the 
Vital I'orce which, he maintains, is the 
origin of both matter and .spirit. This im- 
petus in the form of life, he thinks, has 
given the push in three different directions, 
toward plant life, instinctive life, and intel- 
ligent or reasoning life of human beings, 
and it takes a dilTerent form in every be- 
ing that comes into the world, so that what 
may he we cannot tell, bnt everywhere 
there is expectancy, jiossibijity, instead of 
fore-ordainmcnt and the inevitable. Berg- 
son make us, as teachers, realize more than 
ever the extensive variety of human life. 
We are ready 'enough to acknowletlge this 
theory, but we do not act as if we believed 
in this wonderful variety, for in our homes 
and in our schools we too often treat all 
alike as though the one thing needful were 
to turn out children on one pattern. 

1, el the descriptions of all the helpful 
exerci.ses apjiear in the Annals in the 
future as they have in the i»st, but with 
more, far more, instead of less jxsychology.

THE MOVING PICTUKB FILMS. 

The following condensed extracts 
from a letter by Roy J. Stewart, of 
Washington, D. C, will be of 
general interest, and are therefore 
published : 

Mv DRAR Mk. Hanson : 

I have just read your official com- 
munication in the 'Journal for 
August 17th, and noted with interest 
that extract ifroin your private letter 
in regard to the Gallaudet films. 
The local committee having charge 
of the production of these films 
will be very much gratified to know 
they were so Well received. 

In regard to the quotation from 
your private letter: " The film.s are 
O. K., only rough handling ha.s mar- 
red them a little," I wi.sh to correct 
a mistaken impression. The films 
have some defects, but they are not 
due to rough handling but to fric- 
tional electricity. This was caused 
by running 1200 feet of film through 
the camera at a rapid rate, < 
the rollers over which th' 
passed to become heated and pro- 
ducing what appears to be electric 
flashes resembling forked light- 
ning — not enough to spoil the films 
tbongh. This is a common occur- 
rence in motion photography. The 
company was willing to take the 
lecture over again, but Dr. Gallau- 
det was so well pleased he did not 
think it at all necessary and wrote 
J me to that e€Fect. 

The films are delicate and need to 
be handled very carefttlly, especially 
when they are rewound. 

Seven hundred dollars was sent us 
for the first print. We paid four 
hundred dollars for the lecture print. 
We do not own the n^ative yet, bnt 
I have it in my possession. There 
is an option on the negative, and 
we can buy it for three hundred 
dollars. 

I took the films to Delavan, at my 
own expense, to exhibit at the con- 
vention. Every one seemed pleased 
with them. Had to rent a hall and 
a machine and hire an operator to 
show them. They charged us five 
cents admission to cover expense. 
I told them to make it ten cents, 
and I would take half for the N. A. 
D. Our share was $5.50. 

Mr. Kegensburg asked me to act 
as custodian of the films for the 
present. They were exhibited at 
the M i State Convention

"Country Boy." 



Sept. aa, 1911.— After a lull of 
s<iveral months ye humble jxmi 
piisliei has again lime to gel a 
breath. Many things Imve conspir- 
ed to make thinus too many for one 
mortal, and there was sothing to 
do but cut out everything but the 
absolute. 

For four weeks In April and May 
it was from early in the morning 
till near midnight at Ihe " World 
in Bostcm." The Deaf were given 
every opportunity to briiij.' out the 
truth of progress and their ability 
to do thnigs. While all the Stales 
were not represented by special 
submilted pictures nearly every one 
was represented through thought 
fulness cm the part of those in 
charge, they iiaving long ago laid 
by everything that might he neeil- 
ed. 

The exhibition was visited l)y 
hundreds of age<l church people as 
well as many middle-aged who had 
become hard of hearing. Mr. 
Wyand, «vho was in charge, was 
kept Itiisy answering (juestions for 
that class of people legaiding drums, 
phones, etc. 

The booth was on first floor and 
main aisle and passed by every visi- 
tor. The Fan wood Cailels proved 
to be Ihe most interesting piclure 
with Maryland School open air wand 
drill a close<l second. Old Hart- 
ford carried off all the laurels of 
the best and neatest collection of 
pictures. Scores of white haired 
ministers were moved al the ap- 
pearance of the iihoto of Rev. T. 
Gallaudet, whose memory they 
cherished. The display of photos 
of Gallaudet College and student 
bodies, etc., told, perhaps, 50,000 
or 150,000 church people a tale they 
had never so much as dreamed of. 
Eiltreated deaf iiersoirs, parents and 
friends of the <leaf, were sonrowhat 
perplexed at the fact that they had 
riev<*r heard of the phu^e. This 
seemHstrange, but it is recalled that 
Mrs. Wyand had never heard of 
the ('ollege until long after she had 
graduated from br)th the oral school 
and School of Normal Arts aid had 
begun to associate with the deaf, 
and then got only a very poor idea 
of it. 

Some Carlisle Indians spent time 
on several occasions sludying Ihe 
student body and pointing out 
Gallaudet Knights of the I^ig Skirr. 
A single person got up the ex- 
hibit, secured the space, conducted 
it day and night from start to flnisli, 
and flnanced itoutofhlsown coffer. 
But humanity has been helped, 
that's beyond the price. Over 15,- 
000 hand alphabet cards were given 
away during the month. People ac- 
tually begged for them when I hey 
knew I hey were free. As many as 
45,000 people attended the "World" 
in one day. It was kept up 28 <lay.H. 
Mr. Thomas Lorigan, of Salem, 
who had been at the State Farm 
home for a year and more suffering 
from dropsy, died during the Sum 
nif r and was buried in Cambridge, 
lie is surviveil by several children, 
and a sister now at the New Euk 
land lloim* for Aged. The funeral 
services were intorprotod by Miss 
Goldsmith for the deaf present. 
Mr. Lorigan was a quiet and faith- 
ful working man, and up till his ill- 
ness attended setvic(»s for the deaf 
in Salem. At the time of his funer- 
al liev. Mr. Wyand was in Mary- 
land. 

A recent death wns that of Mrs. 
Roberts, colored, who had been eon- 
fined al the Episcopal Hospital for 
some three years suffering fr-orn ohi 
age and other trouble. She was 
1)111 lefl from that institution. 

Other deaths that have brought 
regret to the deaf wore those of Mrs. 
Packard, wife of Rev. Packard, of 
Sahnn, had been ill many yoar-s 
from who age and a complitration of 
trouble and Mr. Sanders, father of 
our friend Sunders of Philadel|)lila. 
Mr. Sanders is remembered for his 
connection with Dr. A. G. Boll, for 
it was while Bell was teaching San- 
ders, Jr., and boarding in the family 
that he constructed Ihe first tele- 
phone, using the Sanders cellar for 
his shop. 

The new England deaf who have 
been interested in the While Moun- 
tain ('amp for Boys, conducted by 
Prof. Davidson, of Phibiilelphia, got 
an eye o|)ener when lire rrows reach- 
(>d these these parts that hereafter 
no deaf boys would be received 
into the place. The reason, so the 
informant declared, was that the 
deaf boys made too muuh trouble. 
77ii.s looks nice aiiolkrr Oral Failure. 
In Ihe start it was lo have be«>ii, and 
was, a ('amp for Oral Irrst ruction 
tothe Deaf — a a real sumnter school 
with vacation buckled into If. 
Hearing boys were let Into It " for 
the great ml vantage the deaf would 
derive in speech from them." 

Of course It was n flnanclal a:l- 
vantago, loo, as the proprietor con- 
fessed to the writer that deaf boys 
were not enough in number to make 
ends meet. It might look like the 
old Arab and camel story, but it is 
tho first instance to come to our 
knowledge wherein a (leaf man had 
not magnetism enough about him lo 
draw the deaf so tightly about him 
that they would do anything In the 
world bnt Increase his cares. 

I wonder, if, when the tlay was

season. The owner had lliree times 
Ihe orders he could fill at that rate. 
There has been so lillle doing in 
pniilic since the Summer Ihat news 
ilerns are scarce. '

briilioii. So far Rev. Mr. Wyand 
is the only one Intending to go if all 
goes well with him.

An interesting feature of the re 
sum|>tion of school at the Deaf and 
Dumb institution is the employ- 
ment there as a teacher, of Miss 
Ernestine Ball, dauuhler of Mr 
and Mrs. George W. Ball, of East 
Broad Street. Miss Ball hiis hi- 
therto taught in Mt. Airy, Philadel- 
phia, and in coming to tlie Ohio 
school, she is taking up work in the 
sume insiitution where iier grand- 
father successfully tauirht almost at 
the beginning of the institution and 
where later her mother was also a 
teftcher. Heredity is not responsi- 
Itle for all the choices of vocation or 
for mental make-up in general, but 
thai it has in many cases a strong 
influence is unquestionable. '

Surely the School had all 
things ready for the reception of the 
pupils and is prepared to give them 
a feast, intellciMually, to all who will 
partake. He then dwelled on the 
excuses ofltered by some of those 
who could not accept the invitation 
to the feast, and then asked the 
pupils to accept the advantages 
offered by the School lo cultivate 
their hearts for goodness, their 
minds for more wisdom to guide 
them in the riglit, and theii bodies 
to give them strength in their work. 

Suiierintendent Jones had a dis- 
tinguished gu»>st, Thursday, in the 
person of Dr. Haenlein, of the 
faculty of the Univeisity of Berlin.

J. Syle, who early took an interest 
in her and she (Miss Sliields) in 
turn took a deep interest in the 
work at All Souls' Churclv for the 
Deaf. As a member of the Ladies' 
Pastoial Aid Society, she gave her 
services freely aud aetiiuett ilollf^liieO 
that she could be of some use to it. 
She served on the Altar, Flower, 
and Household committees and hei 
services were veiy much appreciat- 
ed. A few years ago she gave a 
lawn fete at hoi home which tuin(>d 
out very successful, netting altont 
170, for Ihe Flower Fund. She had 
a kind sympathetic, and cheerful 
nature; an aptness for work that 
was above the ordinary, and her 
ladylike bearing at all times won 
the admiration and respect of all 
who knew her. In her death. All 
Son Is' Church has lost a valued help- 
er and friend, and we deeply mourn 
her loss.

After some 
weeks' wait, hoping he would write 
again soon to give out what should 
be chronicled, and as inqiriries about 
our convention and complaints 
agaiubt the former write-up came 
to band, I feel obliged to write this 
for the benefit of the public and to 
the justice of our association. 

Maybe some readers were led by 
the former write-up to think that 
our association was organized with 
a purpose to praise few certain 
persons, but this was not so. We 
meant to have a good, strong as- 
sociation, which can help to make 
the South Carolina deaf useful, 
powerftrl and independent. We 
unanimously agree<l Ut adopt the 
Omstitution a'ld By-Laws of the 
MinnesfHa Asr^ociation of the Deaf, 
with some amendments to conform 
to the local association.

Itia proponed to create a irremoiiul 
to the late Itev. Thonian (4allaudot, 
D.D., by tliu erection of a Pariah 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-MuteH. The present Church 
is nituated on I4Rth Street, junt west 
of Amnterdam Avenue, and is built 
Home twenly-flve feet back from tlie 
line of the itrcet to permit the erec- 
tion of MUoh a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of r'ellgiouH and social life ainongnt 
the nilent pe()[>leH. Dr. (ilallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of thin building, which 
wonld have completed the church 
with which his nau'e has always 
been ansooiated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested an a 
mont fitting memorial to him that 
thin work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-muteck 

The new buil<ling will occupy a 
plot of grounil about forty-flve feet 
along the ntntet front aud twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
Htories in lu^ight, with a baseiru^ut, 
aud will lie used tor tlie social, re- 
ligious and i'ldustrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Th* 
anutunt required for ** The Gallan- 
det Memorial Parish Huilding" will 
be al>out $.'iO,OOU, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a cuunpicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
